WEYLER KILLS FIVE MEN A DAY 


Mobile, Ala., October 11.—(Special.)--Fran- 
cisco Mendizabel. a Cuban general high in 
authority, has been in this city -for a week 
or more. He has been in eonference with 
agents of the Cuban rebellion in this coun- 
try, and has not allowed his identity to be- 
come known until his business with them 
was disposed of. He has not in any Way 
mingled in the loca) Cuban quarters, and 
but for an accident his presence in the city 
ter not have been known to the local 

When approached for an interview Gener- 
al Mendizabel, however, did not iiients 40 
ee He acknowledged to being a general 
nthe Cuban cause. He declined to go into 
ao further particulars as to his visit, how- 

“The Cubans are satisfied with the pro- 
sress of their rebellion,’ he said. “Their 
army is the noblest of the century and they 
recognize this. They believe, and naturally, 
that their cause is right and will prevail. 
In fact they see every day the light of free- 
com more clearly before them. That little 
Cuban army, with nothing to eat but cane, 
with no clothes or bedding, with no pay nor 
hope of pay excepting to gain their liberties, 
control their own affairs and throw off 
Spanish oppression, is the noblest body of 
men that were ever assembled. Their only 
present reward for all of their privations 
and hardships is to hear the bugle call to 
fight and to use the deadly machete in the 
cause of freedom. 

“The machete and a few thousand deter- 
mined men are going to free Cuba,”’ contin- 
ued the general, ‘““We thought we had some 
right to hope that you Americans who are 
known to be protectors of human liberty, 
and who were once poor and struggling for 
liberty as we are would aid us and protect, 
at least a little; a nation that is being born. 
I am convinced that the people of this 
country would gladly break the shackles 
that bind us, but for your government 
which stands like a wall preventing you. I 
sincerely hope that President Cleveland will 
not have meted out to him in his private life 
the same sort. of justice he has shown to- 
ward suffering Cuba, I will say, however, 
that the Cubans still expect something from 


| the American people, although they expect 


vastly more from their own efforts 2nd ma- 
chetes.”

ties in Cuba, General Mendizabel replied: 
“If I should tell you the truth about the 
butcheries committed in Cuba you would 
think me mad or falsifying. The world has

making, or of the murders that are being 
comnmitted undér cloak of the Spanish'iaw. 
I will illustrate: In the town of Confuentes 
lived two young druggists, Coras Grau and 
Jese Rodrique, both members of the liberal], 
or home rule, party. One Sunday night 
they were at a sacred concert, promenading 
with some lady friends, when they with two 
other young men were seized by the Span- 
ish authorities and taken to prison. About 
midnight a squad of twenty-five Spanish 
soldiers started with “them ostensibly to a 
military fort nearby. Scarcely had they got 
out of the limits of the city when they wero 
lined up and shot to death. It was claimed 
by the soldiers in charge that they had at- 
tempted to run and had to be shot. 

“Ever since General Weyler took charge 
in Cuba there has been an average of five 
executions daily of men accused of being 
aiders or abettors of the present revolution. 
Eight men with whom I was personally ac- 
quainted were shot at El Marre within two 
weeks previous to my departure from 
Cuba.”’ 

Speaking of the. condition of the Spanish 
troops on the island the officer said that 
they were in a dreadful fix; that 70 per cent 
of them had suffered from the effects of yel- 
low fever or other malignant diseases, and 
that 17 per cent had already died. Their 
present army, he says, numbers 120,000 men, 
and there are 40,000 who have arrived since 
his departure. At times there have been as 
many as 112,000 in the hospital at one time, 
and more than 18,000 have died from the ef- 
fects of disease. 

Every sort of building has been improvis- 
ed by the Spaniards for hospital uses. 
Dwellings, scadoolhouses, churches and 
even convents have been seized for the pur- 
pose of caring for their sick. In many cases 
they lie upder open sheds. Spanish troops 
have forcibly ejected nuns from their con- 
vents, after protests by the bishop and the 
clergy, and yet the pope has repeatedly sent 
his blessings to the armies of Spain. 

The general said that the coming sugar 
crop would be completely destroyed; that 
last year the crop was reduced from 1,500,000 
tons to 225,000, and that with scarcely any 
army to back the orders not to grind. He 
said the rebe'lionists now had a well organ- 
ized, well disciplined army of 75,000 men, and 
did not propose to allow a ton of cane to be 
ground. One mill, which recently commenc- 
ed grinding, was taken in charge and burn- 
ed to the ground, entailing a loss of $260,000. 
This, he thought, would be sufficient warn- 
ing to the others not to start. 

General Mendizabel declined to tell the 
plan of campaign of the Cuban army. He 
believed, he said, that Gomez would come 
east and join forces with Maceo, but this 
was about all he would divulge as to the 
probable movement of the forces on either 
side. He said he believed the Cubans would 
destroy most of the railroads on the isiand 
with dynamite this winter. 

General Mendizabel is about forty-five 
years old, is tall and exceedingly thin, 
wears a black beard, has a pair of black, 
piercing eyes and is attractive in manner. 
He tells about some of the battles in which 
he participated in a most interesting way 
and relates some horrible tales of butchery. 

General Mendizabel and a young Cuban 
officer who accompanied him have left the 


city, going north, it is said.

THREE LIVES LOST 


Schooner Goes. To Pieces in the Great 
Storm at Henlopen. 


FIVE OF THE CREW ARE SAVED 


Live-Saving Crews Are Greatly Han- 
dicapped by High Winds. 


MANY STATIONS MAY BE SWEPT AWAY 


Storm Severest in Years and the Work 
of Rescuing Very Slow and 


Dangerous. 


Lewes, Del., October 11.—The schooner 
Luther A. Roby, frém Schiverie, N. S., con- 
signed to Souder & Co., Philadelphia, with 
plaster, went ashore at daybreak this 
morning in the heavy northeast gale below 
the point of Cape Henlopen, and almost 
immediately went to pieces. 

Three of the crew were lost and five 
saved. 

The drowned are: Harry Milby, steward, 
of Middletown, Mass.;: Thomas FE, Sines, 
seaman, of Boston, and a Norwegian sailor. 

The saved are: William H. Maloney, 
captain, of Boston; George W. Hopkins, 
mate, Camden, Me.; Edgar Lewis, seaman, 
Brickhaven, Va., and Frederick Olsen and 
Alexander Melan, sailors. 

Since yesterday a fierce northeast gale 
has been blowing along the coast. The 
life-saving crews have been on the alert, 
and all last night patrolled the beach on 
the lookout for vessels in distress. Early in 
the day, when the schooner was seen 
driving toward the beach, the life savers 
hastened toward the spot she was heading 
for, but she struck before they came op- 
posite her. 

Before the crew could get their apparatus 
into working order, the vessel pounded to 
pieces in the heavy surf. The men aboard 
of her clung to whatever pieces of wreck- 
age they could grasp and struggled through 
the whirling waters for the beach. Three 
of them never reached it, but the other 
five, bruised and battered by the waves, 
were drawn ashore by the life savers. 

‘The rescued men were taken to the Cape 
Henlopen life-saving station, where they 
are being cared for. 

The wind blew a gale all today, and every 
vessel in the harbor sought refuge behind 
the breakwater. Not a pilot boat ventured 
to sea, 

The bark Alice, which was anchored a 
mile west of the breakwater, began to drag 
her anchor today, but two tugs went to 
her assistance and towed her to a safe 
anchorage in the harbor. 

The wind is blowing a fearful gale from 
the northwest tonight, and the tide is piling 
upon the shore, It is feared that at high

SEAMEN LOSING THEIR LIVES. 


Steamers and Schooners Are Going 
Ashore with Fatal Result. 

London, October 11.—A northeast gale is 
prevailing. The Danish steamer Scotia 
has gone ashore at St. Abbs Head, on the 
east coast of Scotland. Her crew was res- 
cued. 

The schooner Carmel has foundered in 
the Mersey. Six of her crew were drowned. 

In many places the gale is accompanied 
with snow. 

A sailing vessel engaged in the coast- 
wise trade was wrecked today in Colwyn 
bay, Denbigshire. Two of her crew were 
drowned. 


PIERS ARE BEING WASHED AWAY 


Storm Strikes Atlantic City and Great 
Damage Is Sustained. 
Atlantic City, N. J., October 11.—The 
northeast storm that has been traveling 
along the Atlantic coast struck this city 
this morning and in connection with an 
extraordinary high tide, has done consid- 
erable damage. Two of the three piers 
along the ocean front have sustained the 
greatest damage so far. About two hun- 
dred feet of the iron pier at the foot of 
Massachusetts avenue has been battered 

away. ! 

A section of the wrecked schooner Met- 
calf, which was lying near the pier, was 
broken away by the surf and for an hour 
or so it pounded with terriffic force against 
the piling of the pier. The piling with- 
stood the battering at first, but at last the 
middle section went down with a crash. 
The mass of wood from the wreck is still 
floating along the beach and more damage 
may be done by it. 

Tihhe center of the pier at the foot of 
Texas avenue has partially given away. 
It is expected that the weakened part will 
go out to sea before morning. The bulk- 
head at Chelsea has been destroyed. Rail- 
road travel on the Camden and Atlantic 
railroad has been suspended, owing to the 
high water on the meadows submerging 
the tracks. 

The entire force of the life saving crew 
are out tonight on the beach watching for 
any ship in distress. 

The cottages on the meadow side of the 
city have been surrounded by water all 
day and. the occupants have been com- 
pelled to use boats to get to and from 
their homes. The wind reached a velocity 
of fifty-five miles an hour today. Many 
railroad ties are floating in on the beach 
tonight and it is believed that they indi- 
cate a washing away of the trolley rail- 
road bed on Brigantine beach.., 


NORTHEAST GALE AT CAPE MAY. 


Tides Are Submerging the Railroads 
and Doing Great Damage. 

Cape May. N. J., October 11.—The north- 
east gale which has prevailed here since 
yesterday is still blowing tonight with un- 
abated violence. The tides over the 
meadows are submerging the railroad 
tracks.

SHE’S WEALTHY BUT A CONVICT

Mrs. Moore Convicted of Stealing a 
Neighbor’s Turkeys. 

Columbia, Tenn., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Mary Moore, a white woman who is 
sixty years of age, was yesterday sentenc- 
ed to one year in the penitentiary for steal- 
ing seven turkeys from Major T. E. Jami- 
son, her neighbor. Her son, Walter Stone, 
alias McConaughty, received a like sen- 
tence. 

This is a peculiar case and gives peace for 
a time to a neighborhood that has long been 
disturbed. | 

Mrs. Moore was tried only a few days ago 
for stealing hogs, but the jury disagreed, 
eleven being for conviction and one for ac- 
quittal. Mrs. Moore is worth at least $40,000 
in her own name, owning a farm of six 
hundred acres. She has had an eventful 
career. Some ten years ago she and her 
husband, Jacob McConaughty, were driven 
from Kentucky for theft and bought’a fine 
farm near Columbia.- They at once began 
stealing everything that was not too hot 
or too heavy to carry off, and were at oue 
time charged with burning the residence of 
John Moore, Jr. They had changed their 
name to Stone and shortly after the hus- 
band’s death, two years ago, the widow 
married Mr. W. F. Moore, Sr. 

The woman kept up her pilfering habits 
and last May her neighbors recovered con- 
siderable stolen property through search 
warrants. Indictments followed and yester- 
day resulted in conviction. The woman had 
brought four boys here with her, but it is 
said they were not ber children but children 
deft with her while she ran a baby farm in 
Kentucky. At any rate one of them, Wil- 
liam Stone, four years ago married Maggie 
Campbell in Kentucky and brought. her 
home with him. She testified yesterday 
that she attempted to escape after discov- 


ering that she had fallen into a nest of 


thieves, but was kept locked up and starved 
and beaten for four years, being liberated 
by neighbors last July. Mrs. Moore dresses 
finely and has magnificent jewelry, but her 
money and able counsel could not save her 
from the penitentiary. xe

Archbishop of Canterbury Passes Away 
in Hawarden Yestry. 


TAKEN ILL WHILE AT WORSHIP 


Primate Edward White-Benson At- 
tends Service with Gladstone. 


CARRIED FROM THE PEW AS HE WAS DYING 


Apoplexy Takes the Distinguished 
Divine Off in the Sixty-Seventh 
Year of His Age. 


London, October 11,—The archbishop of 
Canterbury, primate of all England and 
metropolitan, the Right Honorable and 
Most Reverend Edward White-Benson, 
D. D., and privy councilor, dicd suddenly 
today while attending divine service in the 
church at Hawarden. 

The archbishop was the guest of Mr. 
Gladstone, through whom he was appointed 
to the archbishopric of Canterbury, and, in 
company with the Gladstone family, went 
to the Hawarden church this morning. Af- 
ter the service had commenced a commo- 
tion was noticed in the Gladstone pew and 
immediately thereafter church attendants 
were seen removing the archbishop, who, it 
was supposed, was suffering from a fit. He 
was taken to the rectory and medical as- 
sistance was hastily summoned. The doc- 
tors worked over him in vain, and at 11:45 
o’clock he died. The physicians state that 


death was caused by apoplexy.

He then closed with 
the prayer for the dead from the burial 
service. 
_As the congregaticn left the church the 
organist played the dead march, and a 
muffled peal was rung by the bells. 
. Mr. Gladstone was not at the church, the 
weather preventing. He was greatly dis- 
tressed at the death of the archbishop. 
They had been close friends for a long 
time. 

Archbishop Benson was esteemed by all 
sects far his moderation and broadminded- 
ness. His death was announced at St. 
Paul's, church, London,,at the afternoon 
service; The news.quickly spread and 
“this @ehing there was a great assemblage 
at the cathedral. The preacher highly, eu- 
logized the dead archbishop for his services 
to the church, his personal unrightness of 
character and loveable disposition.

WILL RETURN THE CZAR’S VISIT 


Emperor Francis Joseph Will Go to 
St. Petersbure. 

Berlin. October 11.—According to a spe- 
cial dispatch to The Cologne Gazette from 
St. Petersburg, President Faure will not 
pay a visit to the Russian capital, as had 
been suggested, but Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph of Austra will return the czar’s visit 
to Vienna, and the emperor and empress 
of Germany will also visit St. Petersburg 
concurrently with the Austrian kaiser, un- 
less the expected accouchement of the czar- 
ina should compel a postponement of the 
imperial visits. 

The German colonial council will hold 
a meeting on October 19th. The programme 
of the meeting embraces discussion of the 
colonial budget and the questions of slav- 
ery and slave trading, the military obliga- 
tions of settlers in south Africa, the train- 
ing of colonial officials and the matter of 
penal procedure regarding natives. 

In addition to discussion of these ques- 
tions the recent events in Zanzibar, in- 
cluding the matier of the removal from 
Zanzibar of the usurping sultan Said 
Khalib by a German warship, will doubt- 
less receive the attention of the meeting. 
The more extreme members of the colonial 
rouncil regard the removal of Said Khalib 
to Dar-es-Salam as an important score in 
favor of Germany and against Great Brit- 
ain, and are chuckling at the furious utter- 
ances of the English jingo press in regard 
to the incident. These extremists profess 
to regard the Said Khalid affair as being 
fraught with most valuable results to 
Germany, and believe that something 'se- 
rious as imminent from the facts that the 
British warship St. George, the' flagship of 
the cape and west African station, which 
sailed southward from Zanzibar on Sep- 
tember 2ith, has been. ordered to return 
to Zanzibar, and the cruiser Gibraltar, 
from Salonica, has been ordered to join 
her. The Gibraltar is now passing through 
the Suez canal. 

Colonel Trotha, commanding the German 
treops in German east Africa, has had 
another engagement with the Wahehe 
tribe, with the result that he has complete- 
ly routed them, making a prisoner of the 
Wahehe chief and carrying nim off to 
Dar-Es-Salam. 
| The burgomaster of Sauerlic, Bavaria, 
who was recently arrested in connection 
with the endeavors of the authorities to 
break up the haberers or ‘“‘moonlighters” 
of upper Bavaria, has been released upon 
the strength of a medical certificate show- 
ing that his health was being impaired by 
imprisonment. A large number of addition- 
al arrests of haberers have been made 
this week, and the prisoners conveyed to 
Munich for trial. The persons arrested in- 
clude every male between the ages of 
twenty and sixty years residing in the vil- 
lage of Grub. The trial of the prisoners 
will begin in Munich in November.

Great Britain’s Claim. 

Originally, and indeed up to within the 
past few years, when the rich gold mines 
were first discovered in Guayana, the ter- 
ritory in dispute was limited to a small 
triangular strip between the Essequibo and 
Pumaron rivers, having the Atlantic ocean 
as its base and the junction of the Maza- 
runi, Cuyuni and Essequibo rivers as its 
apex. Since then the British claim has 
been gradually extended so as to embrace 
all the territory on the coast between the 
Essequibo and Orinoco rivers and stretch- 
ing inland to the Imataca range of. moun- 
tains. And quite recently the British have 
set up a claim te the great interior basin 
of the Cuyuni, Mazaruni and.  Yuruan 
rivers. The territory thus involved com- 
prises an area larger than the whole states 
of Georgia and Florida combined. 

It is nowhere denied that this vast and 
fertile region was first discovered, explored 
and effectually occupied by the Spaniards, 
through whom Venezuela derived title. 
The British contention is that it was aban- 
doned by the Spaniards and has since been 
“successively and continuously occupied 
by the Dutch and English for a period of 
200 years;’’ and upon this assumption, and 
upon it alone, the entire British claim now 


rests. 
Venezuela’s Reply. 

The Venezuelan memorandum and brief 
referred to meets and effectually refutes 
this claim at every point. It is therein 
shown by historical evidence of unimpeach- 
able character that at no time from 1500 
down to 1810, when Venezuela became an 
independent state, did the Spaniards ever 
relinquish a foot of this territory, but that 
on the contrary they held and effectuatly 
controlled the whole of it ainst all second 
comers; that during the long war which 
ended in the peace of Westphalia, and in 
the independence of Holland in 1648, the 
Dutch had obtained no foothold on the 
coast west of the Essequibo, nor on the 


Cuyuni a dozen miles from its mouth; that — 


by the treaty of Westphalia (otherwise 
cited as the treaty of Munster) Spain ceded 
to Holland only the then existing Dutch 
establishments or settlements, that these 
were’ limited to tide water on the coast 
between the Corintyre and Essequibo; that 
at no time, either before or after the date 
of the treaty of 1648, did the Dutch ever 
have a single settlement, or even a perma- 
nent trading post, west of the Pumaron, or 
anywhere on the Cuyuni above tidewater, 
and that with respect to the Orinoco delta 
and estuaries, there was never any pre-* 
tense of a settlement there by efther the 
the latter took 
armed possession of Barima Point and the 
Amacuro mouth less than a dozen years 


ago.

NEGRO SHOT TO DEATH BY MOB 


Coroner Abused by the Men He Asks 
To Uphold the Law. 


GOURT IS TO HOLD A SUNDAY SESSION 


Two Negroes Arrested for Murder of 
a Farmer—One Killed and the 
Other Probably the Same. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 11.—(Special)— 
At Toadvine, a village twenty miles from 
here, Jim Anderson, a negro, was shot to 
death by a mob, after confessing that he 
Was one of two negroes who murdered 
and robbed Randolph Falls, a farmer, near 
that place. In his confession Anderson 
said he had struck the blow which killed 
Falls. He begged for mercy, but there 
Was no mercy in the crowd, and he was 
quickly taken to a place in the woods a 
short distance from the road, with his 
hands tied. Allowing him a short time in 
which to pray, the men leveled their rifles 
and shotguns at him and sent his soul into 
eternity in a jiffy. 

Saturday afternoon, late, Henry Cyral, 
another negro. was arrested by some of 
Falls’s neighbors because Anderson had 
stated that Cyral was his companion in the 
crime. Cyral was taken to a justice of the 
peace near Falls’s home, where he. was 
placed under guard to await a preliminary 
trial. This afternoon hundreds of people 
visited the scene, and rumors have just 
reached the city that Cyral was taken to 
the woods and treated in the same way 
as Anderson. 

Coroner Jones returned tonight from 
Toadvine, where he went to investigate 
the death of Anderson, the negro who con- 
fessed to being:one of the two who killed 
Farmer Falls Wednesday night. 

The n*zro was taken from Constabi¢c 
Hood, who had arrested him Friday, and 
carried fifty yards off the» road and his 
body filled with lead. When Coroner Jones 
arrived on the scene Squire Hancock, of 
that neighborhood, had already held an 
inquest, and the verdict of the jury was 
that the negro came to his death from 
pistel shot wounds inflicted by parties un- 
known. 

Coroner Jones did not give up his investi- 
gation. but went to work securing names 
of parties who were participants in the 
shooting. He secured a number of names, 
and tomorrow will consult with criminal 
court officials in reference to prosecuting 
them. 

The second negro was under a heavy 
guard in Squire Hancock's home when 
Coroner Jones left today at 1 o’clock. A 
preliminary trial was to be held this after- 
noon. A large number of men began gath- 
ering around Squire Hancock’s house this 
morning, and no few had guns. Coroner 
Jones got into a circle of the citizens and 
began addressing them. He said it was 
the Lord's day, and they should listen to 
the law. He said of a sudden that that 
section of the county had become ‘lawless, 
and was taking the law in their own hands. 
This enraged the mob, and the men made 
threatening motions and uttered mean 
sentiments toward the coroner. Cooler 
-heads prevailed, and the coroner was al- 
lowed to retire. 

-*There is no “doubt that’ the second 
negro met the fate of his partner this 
afternoon. 7 

Mrs. Falls, wife of the murdered farmer, 
made a speech to the citizens of Toadvine 
yesterday, and it is said the talk encouraged 
them in their aims to lynch the second 
negro. | 

Falls was well thought of around Toad- 
vine, and that entire section of the county 
has been in a frenzied condition since his: 
murder. -

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General Grumbkoff Bears an Import- 
ant Document to the Kaiser. 

Berlin, October 11.—The lull in the excite- 
ment over the affairs in the east continues, 
the newspapers having decided to await 
the developments which are expected to fol- 
low the departure of the czar from France 
hefore resuming their campaign of agita- 
tion. 

It is understood that the czar will shortly 
give an audience to General Grumbkoff, the 
German officer in the Ottoman service, who 
is the bearer of an autograph letter from 
the sultan to the kaiser. General Grumb- 
koff is accompanied by the sultan’s ambas- 
sador, Ghalib Bey, who will also be received 
by the kaiser. The mission of General 
Wumbko*, acsording to the semi-official 
Berlin Post, 's one of great political fm- 
portance. In the meantime an interview 
with General Grumbkoff appears in a SBer- 
lin paper in which the Turkish commis-

“Abdul Hamid,” the general says, “is a 
wise man and in all his actions he invaria- 
bly looks carefully forward to the probable 
or possible results. If the sultan could 
follow his own desires, Turkey would be a 
happy country, but his most excellent as- 
pirations are fettered by empty public 
coffers. The true reform which is needed 
‘n Turkey {s financial assistance; perhaps 
sdministered under a control similar to the 
sdministration of Egypt: but as there is 
no money, there can be no reform.” 

The pro-Armenian movement in Germany 
‘s making little progress. Although the 
official wet “blanket which has been cast 
over the movement wherever it has existed 
has not had the'effect to quench the flame 
of agitation altogether, the movement it- 
self has not been seized with any degree of 
ardor by the public. Doctor Lepsius, the 
) ‘eader of the Armenian agitation, has been 
summoned to the foreign office and re- 
quested to desist from further activity in 
the matter, he being informed, it is under- 
stood, that as the movement was a strong- 
ly political and in no respect a philan- 
thropic one, the government could not 
countenance it.

The visit of the czar of all the Russias 
to Paris recalls many historical incidents 
and anecdotes relating to former friendly 
relations between France and Russia, In 
1808, notwithstanding the political ca- 
tions between the two countries, the meet- 
ing of Alexander I and Napoleon at Erfurt 
was of the most friendly character, and 
the two sovereigns were apparently as 
close boon companions as were Francis I 
and Henry VIII on the field of the Cloth of 
Gold. | 
During one of the daily horsebark rides, 
when Napoleon, as usual, was leading 
his royal associate a wild race, Alexander's 
sword became detached and fell to the 
ground. “Pick up that sword,” commanded 
Napoleon to one of his officers, “and carry 
it to my quarters.” Alexander felt some 
uneasiness as he heard the order. Friis 
mother was very hostile to Napoleon, and 
had predicted that if he once placed him- 
self in the terrible emperor’s power, he 
would be held prisoner at Erfurt. .But 
with exquisite courtesy, in order to re- 
lieve any embarrassment the czar might 
feel at his mishap, Napoleon returned to 
him and asked permission to retain the 
sword as a souvenir of their pleasant in- 
timacy, giving his own in exchange. The 
latter was a weapon of. fine workmanship, 
the handle being of go 
pearl; it is still in the possession of the 
Russian imperial family, 

The visit of the present czar to the 
French has a precedent in that of his more 
primitive, but more illustrious, -ancestor, 
Peter the Great, in 1717. A few years be- 
fore, Peter had been hobnobbing with Wili- 
iam of Orange in London. The latter, with 
politic good nature, had humored the whims 
of his illustrious guest. This autocrat of 
all the Russians, who, in response to the 
expostulations of his subjects, proposed to 
send back his old shoe to keep order 
among them during his long absence, was 
yet anxious to escape the prying gaze of 
the foreign multitude, and, with haughty 
shyness, desired to see everything without 
being seen himself, So in the strictest pri- 
vacy he would steal to Kensington house, 
where he was admitted through a back 
door into the English king’s apartments. 
William returned his visits in the same se- 
cret manner, much to Peter’s satisfaction, 

Peter was very desirous of attending a 
session of parliament, and in order to 
avoid being the cynosure of too many eyes 
—an ordeal from which he shrank with 
holy horror—he climbed up to the leads 
and peeped.in through a small window. 
From his perch he listened with great con- 
tent and equal interest to a debate of the 
English lords on a bill for raising money 
by a land tax. 

So on the eve of the arrival of this semi- 
barbarian expectation was on the qui vive 
in Paris, ana during his six weeks’ so- 
journ among them he never failed to pro- 
vide the Parisians with items of livel¥ 
interest. His personal appearance was at- 
tractive. He was stately in form, slender, 
of a darkly ruddy romplexipn, with an in- 
tellectual forehead, piercing black eyes, 
short nosé, thick lips and beautiful eye- 
brows, which lent graciousness to his smile 
or terror to his frown. He was unfortu- 
nately affected with a tic doloureux, which 
frequently caused a nervous contraction of 


his features, 
gaze upon while the spasm lasted. 


His dress was simple—small clothes, a- 


tight-fitting coat of brown and a linen 
collar; no cuffs, gloves or furbelows of any 
sort. Thus attired, hatless, and. wearing 
a round, brown wig entirely Gestitute of 
powder, his coat often unbuttoned from top 
to bottom, this mighty monarch made his 
entree into the fastidious French court, 


OVER SEVENTY YEARS A KING. 


One of the Longest Reigns Ever Re- 
corded, . 3

It has been often asserted that long 
reigns are in themselves conducive to the 
consolidation and development of the power 
and resources of nations. On such a point 
the dry appeal to chronology must be mis- 
leading. We are on safer ground in ac- 
knowledging that the majority. of excep- 
tionally long reigns have at least coincid- 
en with periods of national prosperity, and 
aggrandizement, On. the*other hand, rude 
and unsettled times have been generally 
associated with short reigns; but herein 
cause and effect are too delicately poised 
to allow the historic balance to be struck 
with a sure hand. The three Danish kings 
of Engiand reigned only twenty-seven 
years altogether. During“the Saxon period 
(827-W17) fifteen kings ruled, whose average 
was less than thirteen years. Between S43 
and 1153 the reigns of twenty-four Scot- 
tish kings show an average of only thir- 
teen years. But William the Lion ruled 
over Scotland for forty-nine years (l1t65- 
1214). He was followed by his son, Aiex- 
ander lI, who reigned thirty-five years; 
to whom succeeded Alexander III, with a 
reign of thirty-six years. A period of 120 
yéars was thus covered by the reigns of 
three sovereigns. 

Charlemagne, the great consolidator of 
the French monarchy, ruled for foriy- 
seven years, and Louis 1X for forty-four. 
Both reigns, however, were greatly ex- 
ceeded by that of Louis XIV, who occupied 
the throne from 1643 to 1715. This lengthy 
reign of seventy-two years is regarded as 
the most brilliant in French annals, and 
the court seems to have exercised a kind 
of fascination over the whole of Europe, 
“Did you think I was immortal?’ asked 
the king upon his deathbed. A few hours 
afterwards the first gentleman of the bed 
chamber threw open the window and cried 
“Le roi est mort!’’ three times. He then 
breke his wand of office, and, taking a 
fresh one, exclaimed, “‘Vive le roi!’ ‘I'he 
ceremony was not to be repeated for an- 
other fifty-nine’years, that being the length 
of the reign of Louis XV, Louis XiV’s 
great-grandson and successor, Thus two 
successive monarchs reigned for the extra- 
ordinary period of 131 years.. It is remark- 
able that of forty-four kings of France 
from the aceersion of Charlemagne in 768 
to the death of Louis XIV in 1715, these— 
the first and last named—were the only two 
who lived for more than seventy years. 

' The former division of Spain into so many 
separate kingdoms renders some of ‘its 
chronology a little obscure; but there is 
sufficient evidence to justify the boast of 
the Spaniards concerning the prolonged 
reigns of many of their sovereigns. James 
I, king of Aragon, ruled from 1213 to 12,6, a 
period of sixty-three years; while Pedro 
iV, also of Aragon, and John II, of Ara- 
gon and Navarre, reigned respegtively for 
ntty-one and fifty-four years.

( A DESTRUCTIVE PEST. 
Iron Cables Sometimes -Sundered by 
: the - White Ant. 
From The lyjondon Sentinel. . 
. According’ to an-interesting statement 
from our Paris correspondent the swamps 
of Tonquin have proved fatal even to 
telegraphic cables, Professor. Bouvier has 
been describing to the Academy of Science 
how the insects in that undesirable pos- 
session have been embarrassing the en- 
gineers, It appears that a wire was laid 
in Tonquin in the year 1894. As the ground 
was marshy it was made up into a cable, 
as if for submarine purposes. The copper 


wires were surrounded with an insulating | 


material—probably. gutta. percha—and this 
was. inserted in an envelope of cdtton and 


jute. By way of making everything secure. 


it was inclosed within a léad pipe. But, 
hardly had a'year ‘gone by when the cable 
showed signs of being defective, and last 
spring it was found necessary to replace 
it. The. protecting envelope and been 
pierced again and again by the attacks of 
termites, and its insulation. destroyed. 
These termites, or white ants, are the 
pests of many tropical countries. Certain- 
ly the wise king, had he thought of them, 
would never have sent the sluggard to the 
ant for a moral lesson. An excess of en- 


ergy may be more mischievous than the. 


spirit of “rest and be thankful.’’ Perhaps, 
however, as Solomon is said to have been 
an adept in natural history, he would 
have replied that he was: not responsible 
for the misnomers of future generations; 
the destructive termite is, in fact, not a 
true ant, and has mo. real connection at 
all with that model of brisk yet patient 
industry. Indeed, they are generally put 
so far apart as to be classed in different 
orders; but in many of their habits the 
termites resemble the true ants. Some 
species build cone-like mounds, raising 
them toe height of five or six feet, and 
constructing in the hard mud an elaborate 
system of chambers and gallerfes. Others 
burrow into wood. These are the terror 
of the huoseliolder. Posts and beams are 
riddled by them; chairs and tables are 
converted into a hollow mockery, for the 
creatures work away at the interior, leav- 
ing the outside undisturbed. 

The termite is not very particular as to 
what it attacks; though a. soft-bodied 


creature, its jaws seem to be fairly hard. 


Not only furniture, but also books, papers, 
clothing, cord—almost anything about a 
house except the bricks and the mortar, 
the slates and the glass—are food for its 
ravenous maw. The copper in the French 
cable, of course, was too much for it, 
though. Professor Bouvier stated that 
Teaden bullets sent to the Crimea during 
the war were perforated by some insect; 


but - the. wire-became worthless when its | 
insulation was destroyed. The leaden pipe, 


however, presented to difficulty. Probably 
it was but roughly laid, being only meant 
for general purposes of protection. Chinks 


would occur here and. there,-and an army | 


of termites would soon effect a lodgement 


within the fortification. The rope and the | 


gutta percha they would not find much to 
their taste, and be no more affected by the 
pas current than are:the birds which 
perch on the overhead Wires. | 

' The termite, no doubt, has its assailants, 
such as spiders and toads, lizards, goat- 
suckers and bats. We ‘imagine that in 
Tonquin. people must look almost affec- 
tionately even on fhe first two of these, 
but the insects increase and multiply so 
fast—for the female is a regular egg- 
laying machine—that it will be many a 
day before these destructive little creat- 
ures ‘disappear from tropical countries, 
Submarine cables have been attacked by 
the teredo and other boring creatures, 
but these can be defeated by sundry de- 
vices, one being to prepare the rope with 
a solution in which fine sand is mixed; but 
the termite would probably be able to deal 
even with this. Professor Bouvier advises 
the use of sulphate of copper; if the cable 
be steeped in this, he believes even the ter- 
mite will decline it as an article of diet.

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An Atlanta farmer has created a sensa- 
tion in agricultural circles by being waited 
on by a committee of south Georgians ap- 


: . pointed by the farmers of that section of 
' the state to buy from him the seed from a 


crop of cotton. The price to be paid for 


the seed is $18,000. 


The man who raisei and owns these 
valuable cotton seed is Mr. Jackson, a 
well-known farmer, who ‘lives on and cul- 
tivates the farm of Tax Collsactor Stewart. 

The citizens of south Georgia are not 
the only persons who are anxious to be- 
eome owners of these coiton seed. Other 
men throughout this state have made of- 
fers almost as flattering, all of which have 
been refused by Jackson. 

The unnatural part of the offer to be 
made Jackson by the committee from 
south Georgia is the fact that the men 
who will buy the-seed do not wish to 
plant them. On the contrary, if they get 
possession of the seed they will destroy 
them as quickly as possible, taking care 
that not a simgle seed escapes. ‘The com- 
mittee called on Jackson Saturday, but 
he was not at home and they have not 
yet had an opportunity to make their of- 
fer. 

Are Wonderful Seed. 

The seed which the citizens of south 
Georgia propose to buy are the only ones 
of the kind in the world. There are only 
twenty bushels of them and the price to 
be paid will be about $1,000 per bushel. 

Such a price as that for cotton seed was 
never heard of before. Jackson has re- 


ceived ‘hundreds of offers for his seed, but 


@¥en he Was surprised when he heard that 
. committee would wait on him for the 
purpose of offering him as high as $18,000 
for his crop of seed. 

‘These seed have a history of a kind that 
is unusually interesting. Several years 
ago Mr. Jackson was presented with them 
by a Jew who had brought them from 
the interior of Africa, from a part of 
the dark continent on which the foot of 
white men seldom treads. 

The Jew had joined an exploring party 
which had started to the center of Africa. 
He was wealthy and went .on the trip 
simply for the novelty of the experience. 
While in the very middle of Africa the 
party came across some cotton, the stalks 
of which were over twenty feet in height. 
The government botanist who was along 
with the party took the measure from 
one of the stalks, and it was from this 
stalk that the first seed came. The Jew 
cut off about eighteen inches of the stalk, 
with a view of bringing it to America. 

On the stalk were sixty-five bowls, the 
largest and finest ever seen in this coun- 
try. The seed were well preserved by 
their original owner and were brought 
safely to America. While on a_ trip 
through the south the man who had 
brought the seed from Africa told of them 
and stated that he would give them to 
some farmer who would take care of them. 
Jackson was mentioned to him and the 
Jew turned the seed over to him. 

Jackson planted the seed and watched 


their growth with fond eyes. He had 


heard how high the stalk from which the 
seed were taken had been and he deter- 
mined to grow stalks equally as high. 
His first crop was a success. The stalks 
of the cotton grew to an enormous height 
and at the time the matter was mentioned 
in The Constitution. 
Tested the Seed... 

This year when the time for planting 
cotton came Mr. Jackson determined to 
Sive the seed a severe test and see if 
they would stand it. He planted every 
seed in the poorest ground on his entire 
farm and on the west side of a hill. As is 
well known to farmers, the west side up- 
land ground is always very poor. 

Though the land was unusually poor and 
the year one of ‘tthe worst cotton years in 
the history of the south, the cotton flour- 
ished and is still blooming. Mr. Jackson 
used nothing to enrich the soil in which 
the seed were planted. The test was a 
severe one, but notwithstanding that fact, 
sOme of the stalks are as high as seven 
feet. | 

The cotton produced by these seed is of 
the very finest quality and it is even as 
fine as long staple cotton. Jackson has 
been offered 10 cents per pound for what 
he has raised this year, but he has refused 
te accept it and believes he will be able 
to get 14 cents for it. 

One of the peculiarities of this cotton 
is the fact that it is leafless. When the 
Stalk grows up leaves begin to sprout out 
On it and after they have grown out for 
Some distance the fruit comes out from 
the stem of the leaf. After the fruit has 
Partially matured the leaf drops off, leav- 
ing the stalk perfectly leafiess. This is 
the only cotton of this kind ever heard of 
in this country and is causing no end of 
comment among the farmers. throughout 
the south. 

Why They Don’t Like It. 

The farmers of south Georgia have sent 
their committee to Atlanta to buy the 
seed from Mr. Jackson, because they be-

A few days ago Jackson received a tele- 
gram from the New Orleans exthange, 
asking what price he would ask for the 
twenty bushels of seed. now in his poa- 
session. He was also advised to ship a 
sample stalk of the cotton for the Inspec- 
tion of the board. The stalk was shippel 4 
few days ago,,|and the price named by 
Mr. Jackson was $500 per bushel. 

He has as yet received no answer from 
the exchange, but expects a reply in a day 
or two. Whether the offer made by him 
will be secepted or not cannot be said 
until the cotton is examined by the board. 

If they refuse to pay the price asked 
them, if the committee from south Georgia 
Coes not succeed in buying the seed, Jack- 
sen will retain possession of them and 
make a small fortune by selling them in 
small lots throughout the state. 

The high prices now being offered for 
this rotton only adds another chapter to 
its already interesting history. Never be- 
fore were twenty bushels of cotton seed 
so sought after. Men are willing to offer

POPULISTS SORE OVER DEFEAT. 


Will Test Constitutionality of Con- 
solidating Offices. 

Columbus, Ga., October ‘11.—(Special.)— 
For twenty-two years the offices of ordi- 
nary and clerk in Chattahoochee county 
have been consolidated into one, to which 
the name of ordinary has been given. Dr. 
F. M. Gordy, the present efficient ordinary, 
has been re-elected after one of the most 
exciting political contests in the history of 
Chattahoochee county. He defeated his 
populist opponent. Mr. W. H. Bagley, by 
133 votes. It is now understood that the 
populists, being sore over the defeat of 
their man, may test the constitutionality 
of the consolidation of the two offices. In- 
deed, it is said that the populists of the 
county have already notified the governor 
of their intention to make the test. 

In Chattahoochee county the duties of 
the offices of the ordinary and clerk are 
such that one person can attend to both 
of them with ease. The salary is not large 
and a man could hardly afford to occupy 
only one of the offices—the salary would be 
so small. Hence, a quarter of a century 
ago the offices were consolidated, and the 
idea has worked very satisfactorily ever 
since. It is said that at Wednesday’s elec- 
tion five votes were cast for Mr. Bagley 
as ordinary, not as ordinary and clerk 
both, and the populists claim that if the 
consolidation of the two offices is uncon- 
stitutional Mr. Bagley is elected to 


the office of ordinary. <A few ballots were , 


cast for Mr. W. K. Wilkerson for clerk. 
Chattahoochee county is not the only coun- 
ty in the state in which offices are con- 
solidated on account of their small busi- 
ness, and hence the result of the test of 
the constitutionality of the consolidation of 
the Chattahoochee offices, if it is carried 
into the courts, as it is correctly reported 
that it will-be, will be awaited with gen- 
eral interest. It is said that a precedent 
has been set in this matter by the decision 
of the courts in the case of the consoli- 
dation of two offices in a county where, 
like Chattahoochee, consolidation was the 
best plan.

Columbus, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)—

sermons today. They were powerful ones. 
The preacher took occasion to fire a few 
hot shots as he went along.

Negre Woman Pays Fortune Teller 
for a Glimpse Into Her Future. 

Valdosta, Ga., October 11.—(Special.j)—The 
superstitions of the negro were pretty well 
ilivstrated yest=rcay when a daughter cof 
Claibe Gonthin, the murderer pf his gratd- 
daughter, at Jasper, came to this city and 
gave a professional fortune teller 330 10 
tell her what would be the fate of her 
father, who will have to be tried for mur- 
der in the courts of Hamilton county, 
Florida. The colored woman had heard of 
the fame of Mrs. Buchannan, of this city, 
and the moment that trouble struck her, 
she sought out this sorceress to get tte 
true history of the.fate of her family. 

The Gonthins are among the most prom- 
inent colored people in Jasper, and the 
property they own has become of great 
value as the town has grown in population 
and wealth. The owmer of several drays, 
which his sons operated, the proprietor of 
a restaurant over which his wife and 
daughter presided, Claibe Gonthin found 
himself a leading member of all the fra- 
ternal orders, the churehes and social or- 
ganizations. Not until last Sunday waa 
there a cloud over him or a barrier between 
him and the highest popularity among his 
people, 

It was then that his granddaughter, a 
girl of sixteen years, was found in a pond 
a short distance from the business portion 
of the town. Her throat had been cut 
from ear to ear and the body had been 
hid in the bay under a pile of logs anda 
moss. The people in the neighborhood 
identified the girl as Lilly Gonthin, and 
they hunted up Claibe, the grandfather, 
to have him identify the body also. He 
protested at once that Lilly had gone to 
Jennings and he refused to go about the 
body. His actions were such as to direct 
suspicions on him and in a moment of 
superstitious fear he told the story of the 
girl’s murder, on the night of August Ist, 
to a voudoo doctor, and begged him to 
aid him in shielding the crime. 

Gonthin was arrested Monday and placed 
in jail. His committal trial consumed sev- 
eral days during the week and resulted in

Bartlett’s Friends Will Work for His 
Re-Election to Congress. 


URGE REGISTRATION AT ONCE 


Prohibition Presidential Candidate to 
Speak in Macon—Meeting of 
Trainmen—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)—A 
Bartlett club, with a large and enthusiastic 
membership, has been formed in Macon 
for the purpose of advocating and pressing 
the candidacy of Hon. Charles L. Bartlett 
for re-election to congress from tnis dis- 
trict. The club was formed abouc two 
weeks ago, and ‘has increased rapidly in 
members. Registration is being pushed ac- 
tively, and the indications are a much 
larger democratic vote will be cast for 
Bryan and Bartlett than was polled in the 
recent state election. The negro vote will 
not cut very much of a figure in the presi- 
dential election in Bibb, and this county 
will cast a large white democratic majority 
for Bryan and Bartlett. There are nearly 
2,000 white persons in Bibb over twenty-one 
years old who have not registered, and the 
Bartlett club is at work among them get- 
ting them to register. There are about 
4,000 negroes who have not registered, and 
as they are so far behind in their taxes, 
their votes will be lost to the republican 
party. Bartlett will receive a very much 
larger vote in Bibb than was cast for the 
state ticket. In the state election over 1,700 
persons who had registered did not vote. 
It is believed that nearly all of these will 
vote for Bartlett. The total registratios 
has gone beyond 4,000, of which about 70U 
are negroes. 


Bartlett expects to carry the sixth dis-' 


trict by a good majority. Of the ten coun- 
ties in the district, only one, Baldwin, went 
populist last Wednesday. Large democratic 
gains over 1894 were made in Jones, Fay- 
ette, Pike, Upson, Butts and Monroe, 

Atkinson’s majority over Wright in the 
sixth district was about 2,800. Bartlett's 
majority will be considerably more than 
that. 6 

Other Political Matters. 


On next Saturday night, the 1lith in- 
stant, Hon. Joshua Levering, of Baltimore, 
the presidential nominee of the national 
prohibition party, will speak at the Acad- 
emy of Music in this city. He will be the 
only presidential candidate that will visit 
Macon during this campaign, and he will 
be greeted by a large audience. Mr. Lever- 
ing will probably be introduced by Mr. 
Walter B. Hill. It was through Mr. Hill 
that Mr. Levering was extended an invi- 
tation to speak in Macon, 

Two national parties have taken a presi- 
dential elector from the state at large from 
this city, to-wit: Major J. F. Hanson, of 
the republican party, and ‘Mr. Calder B. 
Willingham, of the prohibition party. It is 
also a coincidence that both of these gen- 
tfemen are engaged in the cotton business. 
Major Hanson is a manufacturer and Mr. 
Willingham is a warehouseman. They are 
prominent citizens, and representative 
business men, 

On Next Wednesday night, at the Acad- 
emy of Music, Major Hanson will deliver 
an address under the auspices of the white 
McKinley and Hobart club. 

The régistration books for the national 
election will close on next Wednesday night, 
the 15th instant. All who have not regis- 
tered by that time cannot vote in tl presi- 
dential and congressional election. 

Hon. ‘Paul Turner, the popular and effi- 
cient postmaster at McDonough, has re- 
turned home, after a short visit to Macon, 
On last Wednesday he was elected to the 
Yegislature by a large majority. He will be 
one of the leaders in the next house. Mr. 
Turner is one of Henry county’s most in- 
fluential citizens. 

Judge E. H. Callaway, of the Augusta 
circuit, has returned to his home at 
Waynesboro, after a brief visit to Macon.

. The Gist of the Gold Arjyument. 

The main argument of the go!d-wor- 
shiping editors is to the effect that be- 
cause the nations of Europe have made 
goid the standard of value and demonet- 
ized silver, the American republic 
should follow suit. This argument is 
not only broad, but goes deeper than 
Some of these editors suspect. Followed 
to its logical conclusions it means an 
uprooting of institutions in this country. 

How? Well, let’s see ‘how. Well, in 
the first place we must have the gold 
standard, according to the gold-wor- 
shiping editors, because Purope has it; 
and the European nations have it be- 
cause they are civilized, Portugal, Spain, 
Italy, Turkey, England, Germany, 
France and Austria are all civilized na- 
tions, and they all have the gold 
standard. This being so—the argument 
runs—if the republic oof the United 
States wants to be classed as a civil- 
ized nation, it must retain the gold 
standard, and thus be one in the beau- 
. tiful sisterhood of European civilization. 

To pursue the argument: “Look at 
Mexico and the South American repub- 
lics; are these the models for the great 
United States of America to imitate?’ 
But what does this argument involye? 
The chief feature of the European na- 
tions is not their monetary standard 
but their form of government. With 
one exception—that of England—none 
of these highly civilized European na- 
tions had the gold standard, and Erg- 
land for forty-odd years after the adop- 
tion of the gold standard, had a payer 
standard, specie payments Lcing sus- 
pended. 

The point we make (and no sane man 
will dispute it) is this—that no ration, 
not even the smallest, can attain a high 
state of civilization in twenty-three 
years. Napoleon, in 1808, brought cr- 
der out of financial chaos by opening the 
mints of France to the free coinage of 
gold and silver at the ratio of 15% to 
1. But Germany, according to the argu- 
ment we have been employing, must 
have been a much more uncivilized na- 
tion than China or India, for in 1854 it 
deliberately demonetized gold, and made 
silver the sole standard. If the subsi- 
dized editors are correct, there can be 
no lower depths of ‘barbarism than that 
which demands the demonetization of 
gold, “the money of civilization’’—and 
yet Germany did it, and not only sur- 
vived, but is now supposed to be a “ciy- 
llized”’ nation ‘because in 1871 it demon- 
etized silver. 

All must admit that if Europe had any 
civilization at all it must have acquired 
it previous to 1871-3. It -would be a 
great shock to the ordinary student to 
be told that cannibalism _ existed in 
Great Britain from 1814 to 1834, when 
specie payments were suspended, and 
that all the rest of Europe wasina_ state 
of barbarism until the highly civilized 
Rothschilds rose wp twenty-odd vears 
ago and demanded the demonetization- 
of silver. 

But what about the European form 
of government? If they had attained 
civilization prior to 1873, as all must 
‘admit, is it not more> than probable 
that it was due to their form of gov- 
ernment? They had kings and queens 
to govern them, and, with one excep- 
tion, they still have kings and queens 
to govern them. If governmental meth- 
ods are the cause and not the result of 
civilization, then the fountain ana 
source of European’ civilization is 
monarchy—kings and queens, dukes and 
duchesses, earls and countesses, and 
lords and ladies. , 

If you don’t believe it, we refer 
to the angumeni: “Look at Mexico and 
the South American republivs: are 
these the models for the United States?” 
Is it wise or desirable for the people of 
the United States to have a republican

form of government when the highly ) 


arguments of these blind editors: ‘‘Gook 
at: Mexico and the South American re- 
republics!” Do we intend to permit our 
civilization, swchasitis,tosink to the 
level of theirs merely for the purpose of 
giving one-horse historians cause tosay 
that ours is a government of the people, 
by the people and for the people? If it 
is necessary to have the gold stand- 
ard because it is the outcome of Euro- 
pean civilization, how much more nhec- 
essary is it that we should have a 
monarchial form of government be- 
cause such a government has received 
the approval and indorsement of Euro- 
pean civilization? 

One argument is as good as the other. 


| In fact, the monarchy argument is bet- 


ter than the gold argument, for if some 
such man as Cleveland (or, better still, 
some scion of the newly rich) were king, 
it would not be necessary for the mil- 
liopaires and plutocrats and—-heads of 
trusts to go into an expensive campaign 
for the purpose of maintaining the .mon- 
archial gold standard. They need have 
no campaign at all, nor any congress 
except some such affair as the British 
parliament ruled over by a pockmarked 
house of lords. 

We commend these views to the gold- 
worshipers. If the gold standard is a 
good thing because it is approved by 
the civilization of Europe, the monar- 
chial form of government is much bet- 
ter, for out of it (and not out of the 
gold standard) European § civilization 
has developed. * 

Hooray, then for McKinley, mon- 
archy, the gold standard and European 
civilization!

Ingersoll’s Humor. 

Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll is na less 
distinguished for this humor than for 
his skepticism. In fact, his speeches are 
more frequently punctuated with laugh- 
ter than with applause, and it rarely 
happens that his jokes fail to score a 
decided hit. 

It is chiefly, if not altogether, on this 
account that Mark Hanna\has engaged 
the arch-infidel to uphold the single 
gold standard in the pending campaign. 
Last Thursday evening Colonel In- 
gersoll fired his opening gun in Chicago. 
He was greeted with a large audience, 
as everyone loves to hear a good speak- 
er, even though his eloquence may be 
employed in a bad cause. True to his 
reputation, Colonel Ingersoll made quite 
a hit with his jokes, although his argu- 
ments fell rather flat and utterly failed 
to elicit anything like genuine enthusi- 
asm. Frequent shafts of satire were 
aimed at Mr. Bryan during the course of 
this remarkable speech, which proved 
very amusing to many in his audience, 
but the wit of the facetious orator was 
simply overwhelming when he declared 
in one of his most serious moods that 
the republican party was the ‘“con- 
science of the nineteenth century.” 

Of course there were some in the 
audience; who failed to see the point of 
the orator’s joke and who merely con- 
sidered it a real compliment to the 
“erand”’ old party. There were otuecrs, 
however, who saw at once the keen edge 
of the speaker's humor, and who burst 
out into irrepressible laughter. It was 
evident to them that Colonel Ingersoll 
was not only a man of infinite imagi- 
nation Dut also that this respect for the 
nineteenth century was equally as small 
an item as his reverence for the Deity. 

ff the conscience of the century 
is really in the keeping of the 
party to which Colonel Ingersoll is look- 
ing for his pay it must be in a fright- 
fully seared condition by this time. No 
well-regulated consicience could possi- 
bly stand the onus of the support of 
the trusts and monopolies of which 
Mark Hanna is the special representa- 
tive. If the conscience of the century 
is in the keeping of either party it is 
surely not in the one whose cause is 
represented by such exemplars.

The Passing of Du Maurier. 
Only a few short months ago the 
genius of Du Maurier first dawned upon 
the world of letters. Today, in the flush 
of his great fame, the brilliant author 
of “Trilby” lies shrouded in the solemn 
and profound mystery of death. 

Although, in the measurement of 
years, Du Maurier had reached the prime 
of life, he was, nevertheless, young in 
his literary career. It was not until the 
Silver had commenced to thread his 
locks in gentle premonition of the great 
change to which he was destined in the 
course of nature that he conceived the 
idea of writing a book. He had won 
fame for his black and white sketches, 
particularly those satirizing British so- 
ciety, but he was known only as an 
artist. His first literary performance, 
though not by any means flattering to 
his genius, was nevertheless regarded 
with marked favor by the reading pub- 
lic, and had he been a younger man. it 
would dowbtless have given rise to great 
expectations. As it was, no one dreamed 
that the germ of another Dickens Jav 
in the fertile brain of Du Maurier. Slow- 
ly, however, the pen of the gifted au- 
thor prosecuted the mission until the 
brilliant creation of “Trilbv’ was at 
last finished. Then it was that Du 
Maurier awoke from this intellectual 
dream to find that hé had plucked the 
glittering prize of fame. 

Instead of soothing his spirit, how- 
ever, it only brought him responsibility 
and vexation. For many years he had 
been a victim of heart trouble, and ex- 
citement always aggravated his condi- 
tion. On account of this infirmity a 
danger lurked in the popularity of his 
book, of which he himself was scarcely 
conscious. Not long had he enjoved the 
lavish praise which his volume brought 
him, however, before he realized that 
he was paving for its success at the 
cost of his life. 

“Its popularity has killed me,” said 
he to one of his literary friends only a 


merit, the world will be under a lasting 
obligation to the author. 

On both sides of the Atlantic the death 
of this gifted man of genius is sincerely 
deplored, and America joins with Eng- 
land in laying her tribute of tears on 
his tomb. “ 

As Seen by a Statesman. 

Georgia never produced a greater man 
than William H. Crawford. Peerless in 
debate, a profound student of economics 
and a man of wnimpeachable integrity 
he was recognized not only as a wise 
statesman ‘but as one of the leading fig- 
ures of the world during bis day and 
generation. : 

Mr. Crawford was minister to France 
during the time of the first Napoleon. 
Such was the esteem which the great 
emperor entertained for the American 
ambassador that he freely acknowl- 
edged on more than one occasion that 
he had never met his intellectual su- 
perior. 

On account of his rare gifts and the 
unblemished character of bis patriotism 
the memory of William H. Crawford 
is dear to all Georgians. 

In one of his reports as secretary of 
the treasury during the administration 
of President Monroe Mr. Crawford 
made this observation: “AH intelligent 
writers on currency agree that when 
the circulation per capita is decreasing 
in amount poverty and misery must 
prevail.” 

In a nutshell, Mr. Crawford has ex- 
plained the situation as it exists today 
in this country. Under the legislation 
of the last few years the per capita of 
primary money has been greatly de- 
creased, and, as a result, the country 245 
suffered from the evils described. in 
the secretary’s report. 

The remedy for these evils is implied 
in the explanation which Nas already 
been given. If a decrease in the volume 
of the currency produces widespread 
suffering and depression, it is perfectly 
obvious that relief from these evils can 
only come through an increase in the 
circulating medium. Since the demone- 
tization of silver is responsible for the 
present contraction of the currency, it 
is easy enough to see that the restora- 
tion of silver to its coinage rights will 
bring about the expansion that is need- 
ed to revive prosperity. 

Such a condition may not serve the 
interests of the money power but, in a 
more important measure, it will serve 
the welfare of the American people.

Unable to indorse the single gold 
standard on account of the financial 
servitude which it entails upon the »>®o0- 
ple of this country, hundreds of loyal 
republicans who have always stood by 
the party flag heretofore, but who warni- 
ly protest against a government by ¢@ nd 
for the money power, bave boldly come 
out on the side of bimetallism. 

One of the latest accessions to the free 
silver ranks in the pending camprign is 
Hon. Thomas Garfield, of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., a brother of the late presi- 
dent of the United States. 

In a letter addressed to Hon. &. C. 
Watkins, chairman of the union silver 
state central committee, Grund Rap- 
ids, Mich., Mr. Garfield says: 

Dear Sir—I am diametrically opposed 
to allowing England or any European 
power, or any other power, to be con- 
sulted or to dictate in any way our 
financial policy. I am in favor of cap- 
ital, but am opposed to having capital- 
ists hhoard their money in any national 
bank or invest it in government bonds.

STILL DEMANDS RETURN OF HIS SOUL 


Prosecution May Contend that Osborn 
Killed Schrader Because the Lat- 
ter Had Him Discharged. —

Ren Osborn, the slayer cf Theodore 
Schrader, spent a quiet day in the county 
jail yesterday. There was no noticeable 
change in his condition, except that he 
broke his spell of fasting and ate a hearty 
breakfast. 

From the time of his arrest, Friday af- 
ternoon, Osborn had not eaten anything 
until yesterday morning, when his appetite 
returned and he partook of a meal which 
he seemed to relish. He rejected only some 
boiled eggs, which he threw aside and re- 
fused to east, because, he said, the shells 
had been removed from the eggs. 

S-veral times during the day prisoners 
in the jail passed Osborn’s cell, and the lat- 
ter cried out to them, demanding the re- 
turn of his soul, which he st'll felgns to 
believe is in the heart of a dog. He ap- 
pears to form a strange idea that every 
man is of the canine species and that one 
or all retain what he calls his soul, against 
his wish. 

Osborn’s condition and crime is causing 
considerable discussion and ‘there is much 
curiosity as to the final outcome of his 
case. Many criticise the prisoner strongly 
and state that it is a peculiar form of in- 
sanity which impels a man to roam the 
streets all day in a frenzy,_bereft of the 
power of mind, and then to deliberately 
shoot down a man whom he might have 
had a grudge against. 

“If he was crazy and bent on killing 
some person, why did he not shoot down 
the first one he came to, and why did he 
wait until nearly dark, until he met 
Schrader, the man who had discharged 
him, and then empty his revolver in the 
body of the unsuspecting victim,” said 
an officer who has had a part in the case. 


Talk of Line of Prosecution. 

It is said, as has been stated, that Os- 
born felt agrieved that he had been dis- 
charged and that he had stated that Fore- 
man Schrader was responsible for 
the discharge. je Oe = Sees 
the case comes to trial on the issue of 
murder the prosecution will assert that 
Osborn killed Schrader because he had 
been discharged and gratified his desire 
for revenge by killing the foreman. Many 
support this theory of the crime, and evi- 
dence is said to be accumulating which 
will make a serious case against Osborn if 
the case comes to trial on the true bill 
found by the grand jury. 

It is said that an effort will be made 
to have Osborn arraigned before Ordinary 
Calhoun on a writ of lunacy, and that if 
he is proven insane he will be taken to the 
asylum without standing trial for murder, 
as charged by the grand jury. The cor- 
oner’s jury which investigated the killing 
brought in a verdict to the effect that 
Osborn is insane, and it may be that the 
coroner will take some step in the case 
in view of that fact. 

Osborn is giving the jail authorities no 
trouble. . He is languishing in the cell oc- 
cupied by Arthur Hanye, on the second 
floor of the prison. He declined to eat the 
prison food Saturday afternoon and his 
breakfast was sent him by his brother 
yesterday morning from a restaurant. 
Schrader’s Body Taken to St. Louis. 

The body of Schrader was taken to St. 
Louis at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, going 
via the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
Mrs. Schrader and child and one or two 
friends accompanied the body to St. Louts, 
where the funeral will take place this af- 
ternoon. | 

The Fulton superior court will be in ses- 
sion this week and it may be that Osborn 
will be placed on trial this or next week. 
The case may take the turn that Alex 
Carr’s did, that is, Osborn may first be 
tried on the charge of murder and after- 
wards on the issue of insanity. 
convicted of murder, his case may then 
be taken to the court of ordinary and he 
may be sent to the asylum by that court.

SECOND TRIAL OF THE CASE 


Jchnson’s Attorney Says that New 
Evidence Has Been Discovered. 


NEGRO ASSERTS THAT HE IS INNOCENT 


Case of M. E. Jackson, Who Killed 
Wilson, Will Be Called This 
Week or Next Week. 


eee 


The case of Columbus Johnson, the ne- 
gro charged with the murder of Baker A. 
Bass, the Peters.street merchant, will be 
called in the Fulton superior court this 
morning. It is believed that the trial of 
the case will proceed, the attorneys stat- 
ing that they are ready for the trial. 

It is said that new evidence in favor of 
the negro has been discovered, and will 
be introduced during the progress of the 
trial. The attorneys decline to divulge the 
nature of the evidence, but it is said that 
two new witnesses will ‘testify whose 
knowledge of the case is considerable. They 
are known to be reputable, and it is said 
that many of the’ facts of the case will be 
brought out which will tend to favor ‘the 
negro, 

Johnson was placed on trial for the mur- 
der of Bass at the spring term of the su- 
perior court and after several days the 
case resulted in a mistrial being declared. 
The jury failed to agree on a verdict, and 
Judge Candler discharged the jurors and 
remanded Johnson to jail to await another 
trial. 

Attorney J. E. Robinson will defend 
Johnson in fhe trial, and he is confident 
that his client will be given a verdict of 
not guilty this time. Johnson asserts that 
he is innocent and says that he can more 
easily prove his assertion in the second 
trial. He has been in jail seyeral months 
and is known to the jailers and prisoners 
as one of the most orderly and quiet men 
in. the prison. 

The Bass murder was committed on 
the morning of August 29, 1895, at a point 
on Ivy street between Ellis and Houston 
streets.. The merchant was on his way to 
his place of business at about 4:15 o’clock 
when he was attacked and shot to death 
by an unknown assassin. 

The crime. was a mysterious one, and it 
attracted wide attention. Bass was well 
known in the city. 

Other Murder Cases This Week. 

Several other important criminal cases 
are booked for trial this week. The Jack- 
son murder case will probably be called, 
as well as that of John Clark. Jackson 
killed a negro named Wilson one night in 
June, 1895. He was captured in Birming- 
ham two weeks ago and brought to Aflan- 
ta. He cut Wilson’s neck nearly in two 
with a razor, the victim dying from the 
loss of blood a short time after being cut. 

Clark is charged with killing a negro in 
a Broad street saloon, He pointed a pis- 
tol at his friend Duckworth and ‘the weap- 
on was discharged, killing Duckworth almost 
instantly. The slayer says that the shoot- 
ing was accidental, His victim corroborat- 
ed the statement before his death, 


THIS WAS THE WEDDING DAY. 


Ragland, the Suicide, Expected To 
Meet His Bride Here. 

Few tragedies have aroused more interest 
and sympethy in Atlanta than the suicide 
of young Dillard Ragland, an employe of 
the treasury department at Washington, 
who was to have been married today in 
this city, but who asphyxiated himself a 
few days ago in Washington because he had 
no money to pay his wedding expenses. 

Inquiry shows that Ragland was not Pe- 
lated to the family of that nam living in 
Atlanta. 

It was Ragland’s purpose to come to At- 
lanta to meet his fiance, Miss Bessie B. 
Gurley, of Dallas, Tex. 

Ragland’s father first discouraged his 
son’s desire to get married, and wrote a Jet- 
ter declining to send the money to pay his 
wedding expenses. This depressed the young 
man and made him despondent. The father 
the next day thought better of the proposi- 
tion and telegraphed an order for money, 
but the telegram came too late. His son 
was a corpse when it reached Washington.

William Fetzer, of Greenville, Pa., the 
young man who came south to visit a young 
lady in Marietta, with whom the was said 
to be violently in love, has not been heard 
from since he was last seen near the post- 
office in this city by J. W. Roper, proprietor 
of the Kennesaw house, of Marietta, who 
Was trying to catch him for an unpaid 
board bill. 

His disappearance has created a sensa- 
tlon in Marietta, where he was well known, 
and there has been considerable anxiety 
concerning him, as it was reported that his 
mind was affected,.and that he was seen 
on several occasions since he left Marietta 
acting in a strange manner. 

The police of this city have been making 
& vigorous search for him since last 
Thursday, when Mr. Roper reported the 
facts concerning the young man’s unpaid 
board bill to Chief Connolly, Their search- 
ing has been in vain, and it was feared by 
some who knew Fetzer to be a gentlemanly 
fellow, and thought him to be perfectly 
straight, that something must have hap- 
pened to him to prevent his turning up. 

A report was circulated yesterday that 
the missing man had taken passage on the 
Dauntless, which sailed for Cuba a few 
days ago, supposedly on a filibustering ex- 
pedition. 

The report that Fetzer has gone to Cuba 
seems well founded, and his friends in 
Marietta have little doubt that he has vol- 
unteered his services in the cause of the 
insurgents. 

The old adage that “the course of true 
love never did run smooth” seems to have 
applied with painful accuracy to his case. 
His financial troubles seem to have been 
the greatest barrier in the way. The young 
lady who had won his heart formerly lived 
in Pennsylvania, in the same neighborhood 
where Fetzer’s home was. It was then 
that he fell in love with her. When his 
sweetheart came south he was obliged to 
remain in Pennsylvania, but three weeks 
ago he managed to make the long journey 
to Georgia, and ‘the landed in Marietta. He 
registered at the Kennesaw house and re- 
mained there two weeks. He was unable 
to pay his board bill in cash at the end of 
that period, but told Mr. Roper, the land- 
lord, that he had a letter of credit that he 
could get cashed in Atlanta. 

Mr. Roper decided to accompany his 
boarder to this city, and the two reached 
here together on Thursday, October ist. 
They went to the depot baggage room to- 
gether, Fetzer having a desire to check 
his valise and his overcoat. This 
done. When they were passing through 
the crowds in the union depot Fetzer, in a 
way which Mr. Roper is at a loss to ex- 
plain, separated himself from his compan- 
ion and could not be found, though Mr.

Seeing that Fetzer had escaped from him, 
Roper secured an attachment on his bag- 
gage and overcoat.

Since these occurrences Fetzer has been 
seen but once by Mr. Roper. Mr. Roper re- 
turned to ‘Marietta, but came back to At- 
lanta last Monday in search of hhis missing 
boarder. He saw the young man near the 
postoffice, but was so far away at the time 
that Fetzer got away before Roper could 
reach him. 

Soon after this occurrence, there is every 
reason to believe that Fetzer went to 
Brunswick and took passage on the Daunt- 
less when it sailed for Cuba, a few days 


ago. 

When Fetzer was in Marietta he behaved 
himself as a gentleman, and no one noticed 
anything strange about him. His trouble 
aroused a good deal of sympathy there.

Presbyterian Yesterday. 


PREACHED A GOOD SERMON 


Speke on Ministry of Reconciliation, 
and Made Some Fine Points. 


CONGREGATION WAS PLEASED WITH FIM 


Will Leave This Week and May De- 
cide About Accepting the Call 
Before He Goes. 


Dr. Theron H. Rice, who has been called 
by the congregation of the Central Pres- 
byterian church, preached yesterday morn- 
ing to one of the largest crowds that ever 
filied the Central Presbyterian church. 

All the members of the church are greatly 
interested in the matter of selecting a new 
pastor and all of them are well pleased with 
‘Dr. Rice. They were charmed with hint 
yesferday morning, and will bring all in- 
fluence to bear in order toyYhave him accept 


the call. 

Dr. Rice has expressed himself as being 
well pleased with the congregation of the 
church and with the field presented here. 
He likes Atlanta and the entire surround- 
ings, but has not yet decided what action 
he will take as regards the call he has 
received. He will leave the city some time 
this week and it is probabie that he will 
decide to accept or decline the call before 
he leaves. 

He was called to fill the pulpit of sne 
Central Presbyterian church by a meeting 
of the congregation of the church, and was 
chosen from a large number of prominent 
Presbyterian ministers. His call was a 
most flattering one and there is every 
reason to believe that he will accept it. 

Dr. Rice conducted the services at the 
church yesterday morning and preached iu 
sermon that pleased the entire congrega- 
tion. His text was taken from the Il 
Corinthians v. 18, 19, 20 and 21: “And 
all things are of God, who hath reconciled 
us to Himself by Jesus Christ, and hath 
given to us the minigtry of reconciliation. 

“To-wit, that God was in Christ, recon- 
ciling the world unto Himself, not imputing 
their trespasses unto them’; and hath com- 
mitted unto us the word of reconciiiation. 

*““Now, tnen, we are ambassadors 
for Christ, as though God did be- 
seech you by us; we pray you 
in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled 
to God. For He hath made Him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in Him.,’”’ 

“In these verses the Apostie Paul is 
sketching the ministry of reconciliation,”’ 
said Dr. Rice. ‘The service of reconcilia- 
tion means to say that God had died to 
reconcile a world to Himself and had 
committed unto other ministers the plan of 
ministry, and for this reason Paul pro- 
ceeds to give a sketch of the ministry of 
reconciliation. 

“The first truth is the fundamental truth, 
‘God was in Christ.’ This is very difficult 
to understand, and I will give an example 
before I proceed further. 

“There was a little child lying on a 
weak woman's breast in a stable. The 
child was young and was as weak as the 
woman. God put strength in that child 
and he grew and became stout and sturdy. 
Then there is a little boy twelve years old 
sitting in the temple talking to and ques- 
tioning the wise men of a nation. He is 
asked questions by them and his answers 
are so well reade that he aStoeunds them 
with his wisdow—God was in that lad. 

“Then there is a young man in Nazareth’s 
streets; he is sturdy now as his father, who 
is a. carpenter; he also is a carpenter. He 
has led a sweet, pure and dignified life. 
People noticed nothing more unusual about 
him than they did in other young men his 
size. He attracted the attention that a fine 
looking young man always attracts. God 
was in that young man. 

“Finally there stepped out in the theater 
of activity a voung healer, a consoler of the 
weak and sinful. A man whose passion it 
was to be about his father’s. business. 
God was in that healer. 

‘“"Then there went to the cross of Calvary 
aman whom the crown of Rome had pro- 
nounced innocent. He was led to the cross 
and crusified by people in a rage. Though 
God was in him he was nailed to that ter- 
rible cross. 

“This great truth is one of the sublimest 
as well as one of the fundamental truths. 
It is God’s last effort to make Himself 
known to a wicked and cruel world. So it 
is in the life of Jesus Christ there are those 
actions that speak louder than any words. 
In this life we can read the character of 
God in all its beautifulness.

“What New Truth Did Jesus Teach?’ The

Jesus taught that there is a Supreme Be- 
ing. All sweat religions have taught the 
same. Jesus taught that there is a@ con- 
tinuity of life and immortality for souls 
who pass out of this world into the next. 
Jesus taught the reality and the reliability 
of spiritual discernment. He saw the 
spirit of God descend upon Him. He be- 
held Moses and Elijah on the mount. 
Jesus tausht penalty for wrongdoing. All 
great religions have done the same. Jesus 
taught the privilege and duty of prayer 
and devotion. So has every other religion 
and in the matter of public worship the 
agreement has been similar. What then 
was the new truth which came from Jesus? 

Primarily this: A fulfilling of truths 
which other religions had but imperfectly 
understood. Jesus enlarged, corrected and 
dignified the religfous practices which were 
old, giving them new force, meaning and 
beauty. The old gods were those of ven- 
gence, partiality or indifference. The God 
that Jesus taught is our Heavenly Father. 
All His providences are beneticent, Im- 
mortality will be His opportunity for 
showering blessings upon the souls He has 
created, even as it is in this world. The 
penalties which He inflicts for wrong (o- 
ing are not because He hates His creatures, 
but because he loves them. In the older 
religions the chief aim of the individual 
was to get”’good: in Christianity it is to do 
good.

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“RELIGION AND AMUSEMENT.” 


This Was the Subject of Dr. Atkisson’s 
Strong Sermon Last Night. 

At the Central Congregational church, 
the pastor, Dr. Atkisson, spoke on ‘‘Relig- 
ion and Amusements” last night. He used 
as a text the language of the apostle, Paul, 
to ihe chureh at Corinth, ‘‘All things are 
lawful for me, but all things are not ex- 
pedient; all things are lawful for me, but 


ali things edify not.” 

The pastor said in substance: ‘‘The age 
in which we live is one of great possibili- 
ties and of equally great responsibilities. 
Paul's day was not unique; history is re- 
peating all the while. The elements remain 
the same while the forms change. Some 
thought that Paul was audacious in the 
statement, ‘All things are lawful for me.’ 
But the right of judgment, the privilege 
of thimking, the cases of conscience or 
casuistry were new privileges then. Christ 
had given a new impulse to the thinking 
of the age. Bonds were breaking under it. 
Almost all things in nature bad some re- 
ligious significance; hence these questions 
of conscience. He held conscience as sa- 
cred and never became a casuist for others. 
He reasoned, gave light and threw the 
responsibility on the people. He did not 
answer ‘yes’ or ‘no,’ but dealt in general 
principles. He recognized that the true 
spiritual growth comes through = moral 
freedom. When he says ‘all things are 
lawful for me,’ he means some things 
are-indifferent, acts. not moral.in them- 
selves but depending on time and peace. He 
asks, ‘do they edify?”? Some boast of 
rights and mnke bitter thrusts at moral 
restrictions, and when locked into their 
rights are in the line of animalism—the 
right to eat, drimk, violate old established 
customs, the right to indulge appetites. 

“The church desires to nurse the intel- 
lect, the spirit, and lift the true man into 
real freedom. The animal man has the 
least freedom, because his sphere is very

A curious difficulty has just -arisen in 
Japan in connection with navigation boun- 
ties. Employment had to be found for all 
tonnage purchased during the war for 
transport and general military and naval 
purposes, which, of course, at the conclu- 
sion of the war became part of the gen- 
eral mercantile marine of the country. 
For this purpose new lines of steamers to 
Austrilia. India, the Pacific ports of the 
United States and European ports were 
subsidized under the terms of a law passed 
during the last session. A limit on the 
gross amount to be paid in bounties was 
fixed by the law. It nowiappears beyond 
question that the claims under the provis- 
ions of the statute will vastly exceed the 
limit. During the ten years for which the 
policy of the act was to be in force the 
annual grant was to rise from about $600,- 
000 to $1,000,000. But the government now 
finds that with the present activity in

Interesting Sermon of Dr. J. 5. Roberts | 


Delivered Yesterday. 
‘LARGE CROWD ATTENDS 


Splendid Musical Programme Put on 
by the Choir. 


PREACHED ON “THE TEST OF LOYALTY’ 


“Though He Slay Me, Yet Will I 
Trust in Him,’? Was His Text. 
What He Said 


At Trinity yesterday a _ large crowd 


gathered to hear Dr. J. W. Roberts. 

The sermon was one of the most interest- 
ing heard at that church for some time, 
and the musical programme yesterday was 
of thé most attractive and impressive kind, 
The subject of Dr. Roberts was “‘The Test 
of Loyalty,”’ and his text: ‘‘Though He 
slay me; yet will I trust Him."" ‘He said: 

“These are high-sounding words of Job's. 
One can almost fancy he can see the spirit 
of implicit trustfulrfess in God and of un- 
compromising devotion to God leaping 
threugh them like flashes of light through 
words of crystal. They make out for Job 
what, in everyday parlance of these mod- 
ern times, we would call ‘a loud profession.’ 

“And this very fact would tend to arouse 
suspicion in our minds if we did not know 
more of the character of Job than fis in- 
dicated by this language. We have seen 
so few loud professions backed up by a 
correspondingly saintly life that we have 
come to distrust them, or, at least, to hold 
our judgment in abeyance concerning the 
men who make them until we see whether 
their lives justify their professions. We 
have seen the profession stand out in bold 
relief in the foreground of the picture, 
while the life in the background has been 
blurred by evil tempters, and harsh judg- 
ments, and biting words, and questionable 
deeds, and censorious dispositions, and a 
great variety of physical performances. We 
have come to a time in the development 
of Christianity and of human nature, or, at 
least, of insight into human nature, where 
we had rather see a man do than to hear 
him profess; where we had rather behold 
one pure life than to be regaled by a 
thousand loud professions. 

“We have learned that it is much easier 
to talk religiously than-it is to live relig- 
iously. The world has progressed in all 
forms of knowledge. Men have keener 
sight into persons and things now than 
fornrerly. We understand human nature 
better than our forefathers did; and the 
thin gauze of a high-sounding profession 
no longer conceals from the modern eye 
the spiritual nakedness of the man who 
wraps it about him, The world turns 
away from such a man in disgust and with 
a drum-like hollowness sounding in its 


ears. 

‘The chief lesson, therefore, for us to 
learn from these words of Job lies, not 
so much in the words themselves, as in the 
condition or conduct of Job at the time the 
words were uttered. Any man could say, 
‘Though he slay me, yet will I trust in him.’ 
Thousands. ..bave said such things 
who . did fot, ‘trust God when the 
test . came, Ome of the greatest 
of the apostles, the good-natured 
but impulsive Peter, could say to his. Mas- 
ter, ‘Though all men be offended in Thee, 
yet will not I. I an ready to go with Thee 
to prison and to death. I will die before I 
will deny Thee.’ That was talk before the 
test came. Then on that same evening, 
when the test did come, we find this same 
Peter denying his Lord, and evén swearing 
that hig knew him nat. Peter 
was honest in i profession, 
he was deceived in_ himeself. 
most men are deceived in themselves. 
Few men know absolutely what they will 
do when their circumstances change and 
their loyalty to God and truth is put sévere- 
ly to the test. We sometimes pride our- 
selves on being incapable of the misdeeds 
of other men. We don’t Know what we 
would do were our training, our circum- 
stances, our temptations precisely similar 
to theirs. Hence we frequently need more 
charity toward the wrongdoer. And we 
need to heed more the injunction of St. 
Paul, ‘Restore such an one in the spirit of 
meekness, considering thyself, lest thou 
also be tempted.’ It is easy to be loyal to 
God and.truth and the right when nothing 
is happening to test our loyalty; but he 
only is truly loyal who stands firm when 
the test of loyalty comes upon him. 

“And this is precisely the thing that 
makes a hero of Job, and invests his words 
with a sublimity that they could not other- 
wise have. In the midst of the severest 
trial he rose to the sublime height when, he 
could utter these sublime words, “Though 
he slay me, yet will I trust in Him.’ 

“There are five facts which, taken to- 
gether, make up the circumstances under 
which Job spoke these words, and which 
furnish both the test and the demonstra- 
tion of his loyalty to God. 

“First, he had just eXperienced a total 
reverse of fortune. All this earthly posses- 
sions had been wrested from him, His 
thousands of sheep and camels and oxen 
and asses had either been captured and 
carried away by the Sabeans and Chal- 
deans, or had been burned up with fire 
from God out of heaven; and his multitude 
of servants had perished by fire and sword. 
From being the richest man in all the east, 
he had become the poorest. And these 
calamities did not come on him by slow 
degrees. He had no time to adjust his mind 
to the shock. One after another, and in 
quick succession, the runners came to tell 
him of the cumulative disaster. His 
troubles came to him as troubles come to 
most men—in troops. The accumulations 
of a lifetime had slipped from his grasp 
almost in a moment. In one short hour he 
had fallen from the heights of oriental 
luxury to the depths of oriental poverty; 
and no two extremes are further apart. 

Not every man can stand such a strain 
upon his faith as this. Not every man is 
as loyal to God when he suddenly sinks to 
the depths of poverty as he thought he 
was when the sun of prosperity shone upon 
him, and if not, he was never as loyal as 
he thought he was. You have seen men 
foolishly surrender their faith in God under 
such circumstances, and that, too, when 
their misfortunes were solely the result of 
their own mismanagement. Even under 
partial reverses of earthly fortune, T have 
seen their religious zeal grow cold and 
their hope decline. I have seen them vield 
to and cultivate a morose disposition, and 
I have heard them virtually charge God 
with injustice: as if God’s only business in 
the universe were to feed them out of a 
silver spoon in this world, and then take 
them to heaven at last ‘on flowery. beds 


of ease.’ 

“These are tests that every Christian 
ought to be prepared for: and if they come, 
he ought to stand them like a man. They 
are sometimes necessary to his highest 
development. The essence of Christian'ty 
and of manhood is found in neither poverty 
nor riches. ‘A man’< life consisteth not *n 
the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth.’ “The kingdom of God is not 
reat and drink, but righteousnese and 
peace and jvy in the Holy Ghost.’ 
One of the most beautiful and touching 
as well as one of the most sublime, pic- 
tures is tile picture of Job’s condret. when 
the news of his misfortunes was brought 
4 him. It is a picture made up.of the 
lended colors of good sense. strong faith, 
and dauntless heroism. He ‘arose and rent 
his mantel and shaved this head,’ after the 
oriental custom undar such circumstutices, 
end *%ell down unon the ground, and’'—did 
what? Cursed God? No: but ‘worshiped 
and gee Naked came I out of my mothe’s 
Fiore - and naked shall T return thither.” ’ 

ere is an example worthy of the imitation 
of a more enl'grhtened age. Job was an 
old Arabian sheik, but he puts to the blush 
seen of us who boast of, and enjoy, the 
ech r privileges of.the gospel dispensa- 

“But another ordeal through which Job 
passed at the same time wan & severer test 
of his loyalty to God than his loss of prop- 
erty. This was his ter-fold bereavement. 
His seven sons and three daughters were 
cestroyeé in the twinkling of an eye by the 
sudden swoop of a cyclone from the wilder- 
ness. Ten corpses. bone of .his bone and 
flesh of his flesh. ley hefore him:-and the 
childless old Arah looked on, and. in the 
triumph of his faith. exclaimed. ‘The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 
ble be the name of the Lord.’ .-. 

“How many people fail to stand this.

often «}eered us in our solitude; but they.

“Oh' tt was a heavy blow; but we ought 
not to have allowed it to weaken our faith 
in Got, ‘or dim our hope of heaven, or chill 
our zea} for Christ. 

“We ‘thought only of separation; we 
ought t% have thought also of reunion. We 
thougiit} only of the terrors Of physical 
death: * ought to have thought more of 


the j»)% of eternal life. We thought only 
of the silence of the grave; we Ought to 
have thought of the giories of the resur- 
rectio!).'’ We succumbed to temporary de- 
feat: “4 ought to have stood firm in antici- 
pation «wf final victory. 

“The -next element that entered 
Job’s trial was his own bodily affliction. 
Few men have ever suffered in this respect 
as he | represented to have suffered. So 
intense ;was his suffering that he craved 
death “$s a relief. Physical suffering has 
two o?Plosite effects on two opposite tem- 
perame'\cs, ‘Most men it draws nearer to 
God; bivt some men it drives further from 
God. jt when it is not only severe and 
protracted, but comes’ upon a man in con- 
juction with all sorts of other calarnities, 
as it dif in Job's case, it is lable to shake 
the fait of almost any temperament. Job's 
faith, h@wever, was not to be shaken; and 
in the midst of all his -sufferings he ex- 
claims: ‘Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in Him.’ 

“The . fourth element in the test of 
Job’s loyalty to God is the fact that he 
lost caste among his people. He lost the 
confid.:i.ce and esteem of ais fellowmen. 
His narrow-minded comforters, blinded by 
the orthodoxy of their day, charged him 
with sin as the cause of his suffering. They 
insisted that all suffering in this world is 
sent Upon men as punishment for sins 
which they have committed, and that the 
punishment is in proportion to the sin, and 
that, th¢refore, Job must have committed 
great siljs secretly, because he was a great 
sufferer.} They insisted that he must re- 
pent and confess his sins before he could 
be relieved of suffering. Hitherto they had 
regarde:} him as one of. the best of men, 
but thelr miserable orthodoxy, which is 
still the ‘orthodoxy of many people of this 
age, taught them that they had been de- 
ceived. They now discovered from Job's 
sufferings that he had been a great hypo- 
crite all: the time. Job was not orthodox, 
but he was the best man of his time, and 


‘he was vonscious of his integrity; and such 


charges were hard for such a man to 
bear. It: was enough to tempt some men to 
give up’ their efforts to do right alto- 
gether. Yet Job looked straight up into the 
face of ‘iod and exclaimed: ‘Thou knowest 
that I om not wicked.’ 

“Yet ail men shared in thé opinion of his 
orithodo*. comforters. His name became a 
by-word in the mouths of the people. His 
neighbors mocked him, Even the little 
children | laughed him to scorn. 

“His influence was gone. His social po- 
sition Was gone. His official position was 
gone. Hie no longer sat in the gate, as 
aforetime, as a wise and influential judge 
among the people. Even his own wife 
withdrew from him her moral support and 
advise’ him to ‘renounce his integrity and 
eurse God and die.’ 

“But the fifth and last test to which 
Job was subjected was a more severe 
strain \pon his faith than any or all of 


‘the othirs. Amid ‘all these trials God was 


silent. Day and night Job prayed, but 
there came no resvonse to his prayers. The 
heavens; were brass. .. 

“Throvgeh the long, weary months of suf- 
fering ‘iod seemed either indifferent or 
non-exisitent. Oh! if he would only speak 
to me once! Oh! if He would only answer 
one petition and let me know that He 
exists, und that He sympathizes with me, 
even if He will not help me. But, no! 
God is not to be found; Job must stand 
the trial alone, that He may develop and 
demonsirate the character of a man, and 
show tc the world what a man can do, 
and what a man can be. The result is a 
richer, deeper life. and in-the end a 
stronger faith ‘for Job. 

But the trial presents him to us under a 
most pitiable aspect. I can imagine the 
old Aral covered from head to foot with 
the most loathsome and most painful form 
of leprosy: not allowed to enter any dwell- 
ing, but carried out according to invaria~- 
ble custom and laid on the heap of refuse, 
chiefly ‘burnt litter. which has accumu- 
lated néar his dwelling... In Arab villages 
these “re often mounds of considerable 
size. Tiere he gets the: benefit of any 
breath of wind that may be blowing, and 
here at night he burrows in the ashes 
that have been warmed hv the sun during 
the dav. I can see him sitting there, with 
his bodv bent and shriveled and blackened 
and charred by ‘this dreadful malady. ber- 
gine alms from passersbv. His property 
gone, his children gone, his health gone, 
hig repi’tation gone, his influence gone, his 
heart )veaking. his spirit in darkness, his 
nejehbors mocking him, his wife wanting 
him to die: the world against him, the 
devil arainst him. the flesh against him, 
the forces of nature against him, and even 
God seeming to be against him, and vet, 
amid it, all, clingine to his inteeritv and 
to the God who veiled himself in silence 
and darkness from him. can see him 
lifting his bowed head and stretehing his 
hony hands to heaven, and exclaiming, in 
the triumphs cf his faith, ‘Though He 
slav mec, vet will I trust in Him.’ 

‘We ‘talk about persietence of force. 
We talk about conservatism of enerrv., 
Were wag persistence of the force of faith. 
Here was inspiration for the ages. Here 
wes a. man every inch of him. and he was 
aman hecause he wae true. not simovliv in 
profese:on. it true when the test came, 

‘And this is the onlv kind of a mn that 
is realiv true te anv ecanse or to anv 
heine—'he man that is true in the midst 
of the fest, A man’s fidelity can be proven 
oniv hv being nut toe the test. A hoarse 
is worthless that halks when a load ‘se 
put on. A diamond is a fraud that. will 
net stored acid and polarized light and the 
tec*+ of time 

“He only is a friend who is a friend in 
need. He only is a patriot who faces dan- 
ger when his country is in peril. Not the 
loud-mouthed politicians, going about pro- 
claiming their patriotism and seeking the 
spoils of office in times of peace, are the 
true patriots; but Leonidas and his brave 
three hundred at Thermopylae, Washing- 
ton and the revolutionary veterans at Val- 
ley Forge, and the half-starved, half-clad, 
bare and bleeding-footed confederate sol- 
dier, who stood firm when the cause for 
oo he fought was declining and hope- 
ess. 

“And so it is in religion. He only is 
true to God and duty who is true when 
it costs him something to be true, and 
when doubt and darkness and the devil 
combine to make him untrue; who, for 
example, visits the sick and relieves the 
needy when his heart is not free to it; 
who forgives and loves an enemy when it 
nearly takes his life to do it; who clings to 
God in the dark, and maintains his integ- 
rity in the face of bereavement and loss, 
and suffering and death. 

“And such moments are’ the supreme 
moments in a man’s life. In them he not 
only proves this fidelity. but rises to great- 
ness, They are the moments of his high- 
eet exaltation. 

“Abraham was greatest not when he 
dwelt peaceably in the plain of Mamre, 
and built there an altar to God; but when, 
in thé spirit of obedience, he climbed the 
rugged mount to offer the.son of his love 
in sacrifice to God. 

‘‘And Daniel was greatest, not when he 
was prime minister of Persia, but when, 
for his. fidelity to God, he was thrust into 
the lion’s den, and held the. grizzly mon- 
sters at bay with the rod of his integrfty. 

“And Jesus Christ was greatest, not 
when the multitudes flocked about Him, 
and not upon the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion, ‘but when all men forsook Him and 
He prayed alone.in.Gethsemane. until He 
triumphed over self and exclaimed, ‘Not 
my will, but Thine, O God, be done.’ 

“And Paul was greatest, not when ad- 
dressing the elite of Athens on Mars hill, 
but when, at midnight, with his feet fast 
in the stocks of a Roman dungeon, he 
gang praises to God. 

“God ‘thhelp vs to be true amid all the 
trials of life, for these trials are not only 
the tests of character, but the fulcrums 
on aa we are lifted to greatness and

Rev. W. H. Vail, pastor of the Church 
of Our Father, preached a sermon last 
night in which he took “‘Trilby,’’ the heroine 
of the Quartier Latin, as the subject of his 
discourse, 


He did not use Du Maurier’s heroine as a: 


type of immorality on which to heap abuse 
and criticism, but rather tended to point 
out her womanly virtues which developed 
so strongly’ when she learned that Little 
Billee loved her with a love that was pure. 

The pastor reviewed the story of Trilby, 
and pointed out many characteristics of 
the model’s character that were new to the 
casual reader whd had not given the 


story critical study. 

The sermon was very apropos, coming as 
it did so soon after Du Maurier’s death. 
Mr. Vail has studied Du Maurier’s char- 
acter thoroughly, and told some stories 
about the author that were new to nearly 


every member of his audience. 

Speaking of Du Maurier’s life, Mr. Vail 
said; 

“The life of the artist was uneventful. 
London and Paris furnished the theater of 
its activities. It collided with no important 
ideas or prejudices. It was caught in no 
whirl of reforming zeal to give it sensa- 
tional display. The most that could be 
said of its ,connection with the general 
public was, that with a humor quiet bit 
certain in his touch, he had constantly 
for years pricked the bubble of the fads 
and fashions of the fashionable classes; and 
that in and by this he had won an inter- 
national reputation. Nor was this an 
empty honor. The man who on a page, 
with a.pen and ink, added only by a coup- 
let of dialogue, can tell a long and inter- 
esting and humorous. story, is a genius 
and one the world ought to be proud to 
acknowledge. 

“But the most interesting thing in con- 
nection with this-artist is the story.of a 
failing physical power. When drawing 
from a model, and turning to view her in 
a cértain way, hér head seemed no larger 
than a walnut. Trying both his eyes, he 
saw that one had collapsed. From that 
day he began to be haunted by a fear of 
failing physical powers. The sudden vogue 
of Trilby, the excitenrent his sensitive phys- 
ical organization felt under the stress of 
praise, and the responsibility he felt to 
repent the success was a burden heavier 
to him, it is said, than thé world to the 
Shoulder of Atlas. A great literary suc- 
cess at sixty, came too late; and, if we 
are to believe the men who talk, the bur- 
den was more than ‘the joy. Instead of 
adding a measure to his life, it seemed to 
weaken his physical fram, and add the ele- 
ment of preageny to his success. What a 
weaken his physical frame and add the ele- 
tion felt by his, friends! How sad that it 
did not bring the laughter of joy to his 
face as it brought the smile of pride to 
his family and companions! 

“The story of Trilby is in every way a 
egg ine story, and yet all classes have read 
t—some to criticise and some to admire. 
Before we do either let us take the plain 
survey of the case. The idea was this: 
I will characterize a girl brought up in 
the Latin Quarter of Paris, forced to the 
studios as a model by necessity; corrupted 
without knowing shame by the irresponsi- 
ble and the talented, unconscious because 
of idea and environment of the ideals of 
the true and higher life, like a boy or man 
so far as sentiment went, and unable to 
distinguish that line drawing the mark of 
distinction between the sexes—he would 
show this girl, reaching a new life, in 
which heft wofffanhcod developed, in which 


her virtue did assert itself; but, alas, when. 


she had a past, with its wicked face fol- 
lowing her, and when that past and her 
present manners brought her into direct 
collision with the forces of social life, these 
were the rock on which she broke; and 
without degradation, but under the baneful 
influence of Svengali, she went back to 
the Bohemian world, half-dazed and all un- 
conscious now of its meaning, to pass away 
phn life in obedience to the laws of trag- 
edy. 

“And, first of all, there is a distinctive 
charm about this Bohemian world. It ap- 
peals to our reverting tendency. Trilby 
was in it and of it. Her eyes had not 
yet seen the line that she saw with such 
clearness at the close of that dark day 
when. Little Billee aSked her hand in 
marriage. That bad blood of inheritance 
had at least marked a world for her that 
was not like the other social world. The 
artist's life, in: many cases, has been a puz- 
zle. Living during his work to the highest 
ideal; refining and making beautiful the 
things that nature has sometimes left im- 
perfect; he lives also at the highest tension. 
And then let down at the close of his day, 
he often, in the past, has sunk to a very 
plebeian world; and it is then that beef- 
steak and onions, cooked on chafing dish by 
some conzpanion, the dish set on a valu- 
able artistically bound book, is followed 
with pines and. tobacco and song and 
story. The three friends of Trilby each 
represents this easy kind of person. Ten 
hours were ideal; the next five were al- 
most a reaction to primitive lffe. Be it 
said to the credit of the story, however, 
that no one of the three ever tried to make 
Trilby less of -a woman than she was; 
and at last one of the three offered his 
hand in marriage. One can only stop a 
moment to see that the woman saw herself 
in & new light from: that moment. But in- 
exorable law had stamped even the care- 
lessness of her earlier youth with its in- 
delible stamp. The tragedy was already 
well on its way. Her refusal, her meeting 
with his mother, indeed the whole hear:. 
rending story, .s only the story of a life,

The charge against Officer Garner is one 
Which promises to bring out some interest- 
ing facts. Mr. Forrest Adair is the com- 
plainant in the case. He says the officer 
maliciously destroyed several beautiful oak 
trees, which stood on Mr. Adait’s lot, be- 
cause the trees shaded the garden lot of 
Garner, adjoining. The complainant charges 
the officer with being responsible for the 
destruction of the oaks 6n the ground that 
Garner endeavored to secure the consent 
of Mr. Adair to cut the trees down, which 
was refused, the work of destruction being 
done afterwards. 

That Hatchet Event in History. 

It seems that the officer is accused of get- 
ting his hatchet and once more illustrating 
a famous historical event by using it on the 
magnificent oaks owned by Mr. Adair, cut- 
ting them to the extent that the life of the 
trees soon left them, leaving the monarchs 
standing bereft of leaves and the gorgeous 
splendor of the forest oak, so often eulo- 
gized by the poets and others. Learning a 
short time ago that his trees had been kill- 
el Mr. Adair set about an investigation 
which resulted in the filing of charges 
against Officer Garner. 

Mr. Adair thinks that the officer should 
uphold the law instead of violating it, and 
he says that Garner can be prosecuted in the 


strte courts on a serious criminal charge, 
his alleged offense constituting a’ breach 
against the laws of the state, punishable by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

The officer resides near Waterhouse 
street, and Mr. Adair owns a vacant lot ad- 
joining the property, of the officer. 

Said To Have Cursed Holmes. 

Officer G. L. Taylor is accused of using 
prefane language directed at Nick ‘Holmes, 
the well-known colored shoemaker. It seems 
that Holmes’s place was burglarized and 
that he thought Officer Tavlor had not done 
his full duty in endeavoring to apprehend 
the guilty parties. Holmes reported the 
ccse to Chief Connolly, who was satisfied by 
investigation that the officer had tried to 
capture the burglar. It is said, however, 
that Officer Taylor heard that Holmes had 
reported the case to Chief Connolly, and 
that the officer cursed the shoemaker for it 
afterwards. 

The police board will look into the case 
and decide if Officer Taylor is guilty of con- 
duct unbecoming an officer, as charged. 

Some.time ago Chief Connolly issued an 
order changing the rules governing the 
work of the police superintendent, It is 
said. that Officer Carson was not pleased 
with the change, and that he registered his 
ecomplaint in loud, objectionable language. 
The chief of police heard of the talk and 
Carson will have to explain. 


GEORGIANS TO VISIT McKINLEY. 
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The Republican Nominee Will Have 
a Speech Ready on October 23d. 
The members of the Atlanta McKinley 
club are preparing for an excursion to 
Canton, O., to visit Major William Mc-
